On the other hand, ſpirit of wine eaſily dif-

Doo which it appears, that the common 
| diſpenſatory preſcriptions are very imperfect; 
that as ſpirit of wine will not diſſolve gum- 
| mous bodies, and if I may ſuppoſe, that the 
| earthy particles to be much of the ſame na- 
ture, in reſpe& to ſolution with neutral ſalts, 
the common tincture can partake of none, but 
the reſinous particles of the Bark. And as 
gums, and neutral ſalts are eaſily diſſolved in 
an aqueous menſtruum, the extracts and de- 
coctions contain theſe and no other. So that 
the officinal preparations, that is, the tincture 
and extract, contain each their reſpective dif- 
| ferent particles. Not that I ſuppoſe, but every 
| gentleman of the faculty was as ſenſible of thoſe 
imperfections before, as after reading theſe ob- 
| ſervations. The reader muſt not expect fo full 
an account of the Preparation I wiſh to recom- 
mend; the method I ſhall take for that pur- 
poſe, will be to deſcribe a few caſes, in which 
| it

it has ſhewn its ſuperior qualifications, which, 


1 hope, will give greater ſatisfaction than the 


moſt refined hypotheſis: Not that a fuller ex- 
planation would be of the leaſt uſe even to the 
phyſical reader ; and I hope the Aa aſ- 
ſertion will prove ſatisfactory to the moſt cu- 
rious peruſer. The utmoſt limits of my know- 
ledge of this tincture is, that it is no more than 
a rich ſolution of the Bark, without any ad- 
dition, either as a diſguiſe to the compoſition, 
or to give it the appearance of virtues that it 
does not poſſeſs. After what has been ſaid, 


if it ſhould be aſked, what advantages may be 


expected from this Tincture being fo ſtrongly 
impregnated? And, may not the other prepara- 
tions anſwer equally the fame purpoſe, when 


Fer in quantities proportionate to their dif- 
erent qualities? I ſhould anſwer, firſt, it is

foundation for this objection. At the ſame 
time he obſerved, that a more convincing proof. 


he could not give, without entering into too 


ſtrict an explanation of the Preparation, which 
neither I, or the public have any reaſon to ex- 
pect. For my opinion, I muſt, refer the reader 
to the chymical, enquiries above, where it is 
ſhewn, that a high rectified ſpirit will not diſ- 
ſolve gammous bodies; ſo that thoſe who ſup- 
port, that this menſtruum is a, high rectified 
alcohol, alſo muſt deny there being apy gum- 
mous partieles in the Tincture; the contra- 
ry of which, is too evident to admit a doubt, 
as appears; by its colour, and ſpecific gravity.

nay hourly gaining ground, and from the moſt 
favourable prognolis, it was thou ght that death 
muſt ſhortly enſue. At this critical riod, her 
ſurgeon determined to try the effects 6f his 
Tincture of Bark. He ſaw his patient hte in 
the evening, when finding every application 
had proved unſucceſsful, he laid an former ap- 
plications afide ; and firſt waſhed the mortified 
parts with ſome of this Tincture of Bark, and 
then applied lint, and over that flannel well 
impregnated with the ſame, made as warm as 
it conveniently could ; and directed as great a

very languid and weak, was much increaſed 


in ſtrength, and beat between eighty and nine- 
ty, in a minute. Upon clini the parts 
affected, he found them much better, the pu- 
trid ſtench entirely gone, and ſome appear- 


ance of an approaching digeſtion, which a re- 


petition of the fame application effected by the 
next morning: In a few days the mortified 
parts began to ſeparate; the external uſe of 
the Tindute was then omitted, and common 
dreſſings daily applied, under which treatment

complaints were much mitigated, and ſhe en- 
joyed as good health (as an old woman could 
expedt) for deen years after. 


As this caſe happened before I was acquaint- 


ed with Mr. HuxT, and he gave me only a 
verbal account, it was impoffihle for me to 
deſcribe it, with that accuracy it required. 
But though 1 Had not an opportunity of ſee- 
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ing the patient, her ſurviving, relation gave me 
ſufficient teſtimony of the, fact. Not that I 
can poſitively aflert that the, Bark thus appli- 
ed, was the only means of effeCting a cure: 
but from circumſtances it appears to have been 
of infinite ſervice. For nature in this, as well 
as many other caſes, might, after every proba- 
ble endeavour had been tried in vain, and at 
that critical moment that. reſourſe was had to 
the .above. method, by ſome ſecret operation, 
effect what I am willing to attribute ſolely to 
the excellencies of this Tinctue. 


To deſcend ' within the limits of my own 
obſervation, the following caſe was the firſt

Mr. G——r, a married man, of a delicate 
conſtitution, between thirty and forty years of 
age, after a violent attack of a low nervous 
fever, at a proper criſis, when the urine de- 
poſited a laudible ſediment, and every other 


ſymptom indicated the immediate uſe of the 
Bars, a decoction of an ounce in the pint, 


with the addition of one ounce of the ſimple 


Tincture, and half an ounce of the compound 
ſpirit of lavender, was preſcribed : of which

he took about fix ounices in a day. But the 
weak ſtate of our patient's ſtomach ſoon put 
an end to this method, and recourſe was had 
to neutral medicines, with nervous cordials, 
&c. which were the only things his ſtomach 
could bear. After two days perſeverance in the 
above method, a ſecond attempt was made 
with the Bark, in ſubſtance with ſnake root, 
and a ſmall quantity of nitre; but this attempt, 
like the former, proved abortive. About one 
tea-ſpoonful of this Tincture of Bark was then 
given in a glaſs of red wine and water, which 
ſat very eaſy on his ſtomach, and was repeated 
every five or ſix hours for two days. At pro- 
per periods the doſe was gradually increaſed to 
three tea- ſpoonfuls, and afterwards taken only 


twice a day. The patient had no more re- 


turns of his fever, his appetite mended daily; 
and gentle exerciſe, with perſeverance in tak-

In rather 
mote than a month after, his ſtomach com- 
plaints returned, with nauſea, loſs of appetite, 
indigeſtion, and ſometinies à diarrhœa. Ari 
emetic was preſeribed, and afterwards ſmall 
doles of rhubarb, &c. But as my deſign in 
deſcribing this caſe, is on account of {ome par- 
ticular ſymptoms, occafioned Ar the Bark, I 
ſhall omit 4 tedious hiſtory, and content my- 
ſelf with obſerving, that our patient's com- 
plaints terminated in a nervous atrophy,

Paliating medicines, as particular ſymptams 
required, were-occafionally preſcribed ; but our 
principal dependence was on the Bark, which 
was firſt given in infuſion, for a few days; and 
afterwards in ſubſtance, in the following forms, 
viz. Powders, electuaries, and pills of the ex- 
tract; theſe were ſeparately perſevered in for a 
conſiderable time; but finding little, or no be- 
nefit, our patient determined to deſiſt, and wait 
till nature fhould open a clearer avenue to the 
foundation of his diſorder. His complaints 
daily increaſed, and medicine (for a time) was 
entirely laid aſide, until the diſagreeable pa- 
roxyſms of a ſcorching fever, obliged him once 
mote ta ſubmit to the rules of medicine.

But, notwithſtanding our patient 
had never been troubled with coſtiveneſs during 
his whole illneſs, yet, at the declenſion of this 
fever, the Bark that he had taken months be- 
fore, began to appear in his faces. His at- 
tendants, who immediately attributed this ſe- 
cond illneſs to the Bark only, aſſerted, that 
above two pounds was diſcharged in the ſpace 
of a fortnight; but the abſurdity of antiquated 
nurſes does not merit our attention, in a mat- 
ter of ſo great importance; for upon examina- 


tion, it appears that all he took, did not amount

great meature, be attributed to the feeble ſtate 


of the ſubject. Bat as Nature, in the major 


art of the brute creation, -as well as in the 
. ſpecies, directs that the aliment under- 
goes tome preparation before it is received into 
tie ſtomach; and cookery was firſt inſtituted, 
with an intent of reducing hard ſubſtance to 
a fit ſtate for more eaſy digeſtion ; is it not 
as neceſſary that medicines, particularly thoſe 
of a ſolid kind, ſhould undergo ſome chymical 


preparation, before they are ordered for the 


immediate uſe of the patient? and more fo, as 
the ſtomachs of valetudinarians (for whoſe uſe 
medicines are chiefly directed) are not ſuppoſ- 
ed to be in a fit ſtate for powerful operations, 
or to diſſolve whatever may be imprudently 
adminiſtered. I am alſo of opinion, that when 
the light infuſion was not found to be ſuffici- 
ent, had this Tincture been preſcribed, we 
ſhould have ſucceeded much beiter, and have 
avoided thoſe diſagreeable ſymptoms that fol- 


lowed, which appear to have been occaſioned 


by the lignous particles of the Bark abſorbing 


the bile, '&c. and depriving the inteſtines of 
that ſtimulous, which is neceſſary to procure }. 
an expulſion of their contents; when, at the 


fame time, the ſtomach was not capable of ex- 


tracting

tracting the active particles, and fitting them 
for circulation. 


It is not neceſſary to intrude on the reader's 
patience, by adding more caſes, as they all 
tend to prove the ſame thing; and if further 
information is thought neceſſary, I recommend 
an impartial experiment, which, if directed 
with propriety, will give occular demonſtra- 
tion of what I have hypothetically advanced.
